No Loans for One Crop. 

One important change in the 
program of the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration—which extends farm 
purchase and rehabilitation loans 
to tenants and sharecroppers—pro- 
vides that no loans will be ap- 
proved when the would-be buyer’s 
farm plan provides for growing 
only one cash crop. This policy, 
Wallace said, is expected to popu- 
larize the practice of crop-rotation 
and diversification in single-crop 
areas, particularly in the cotton 
South. 

Recognizing that insecurity of 
tenure leads to misuse of land, be- 
cause tenant farmers can afford to 
conserve soil resources only when 
they have an interest in the land 
extending over several years, Wal- 
lace directed the FSA to intensify 
efforts to help its borrowers obtain 
longer-term and better written farm 
leases.

SANDRINGHAM, England, Dec. 
26 (AP).—King George VI declared 
in a Christmas broadcast yesterday 
that his people were “prepared to 
sacrifice everything in order that 
freedom of the spirit may be saved 
to the world.”

AAA SEEKS 10 EXTEND 
AUTO LIABILITY LAWS 


14 States to Be Asked to 
Adopt Model Safety 
Responsibility Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP).— 
A Safety Responsibility Committee 
has been reconstructed by the 
American Automobile Association 
to attempt through legislation to 
force legally and financially irre- 
sponsible drivers off the roads in 
the United States and Canada. 

Awaiting the committee.when it 
meets early in 1940 will be the task 
of obtaining enactment of safety 
responsibility laws in 14 additional 
states and one Carladian province, 
besides seeking improvement of 
laws already passed in 33 states, the 
District of Columbia and eight 
provinces. 

Since 1940 is an off-year, only six 
regular sessions and perhaps a doz- 
en special sessions of state legis- 
latures can be approached with the 
AAA's model bill. 

Idaho, Kansas and Washington 
adopted the bill, or variations of 
it, this year. North Dakota substi- 
tuted a measure based on the mod- 
el bill’ for its previous legislation. 
Twelve states adopted amendments 
to previous acts. 

In brief, the model bill provides: 

1. For revocation of the license of 
any person convicted of a major 
motor vehicle law violation until he 
can furnish proof of ability to pay 
for future damages. 

2. For suspension of the license 
of any driver against whom a judg- 
ment for accident damages has 
beén returned until the judgment is 
paid and bond for future damages 
is posted. 

3. For an interchange of informa- 
tion to bar outlawed drivers from 
the roads of every state dnd prov- 
ince having responsibility legisla- 
tion. 

A survey of 28 states and prov- 
inces, the District of Columbia and 
eight Canadian provinces, the AAA 
said, showed a majority opinion 
that the act had encouraged safer 
driving. 

Chief criticism of the bill, said an 
AAA spokesman, is that “it gives 
the dog his first bite,” in that it 
allows the driver one conviction 
before he is penalized. 

The AAA, however, has opposed 
as “un-American” the two principal 
alternative insurance measures, 
which are: 

1. Blanket compulsory insurance, 
which requires the driver to show 
an insurance policy or its equivalent 
before receiving a license. Only 
Massachusetts had adopted such a 
law. 

2. Compulsory compensation, 
which provides v~yment to anyone 
injured in a motor vehicle accident 
regardiess of fault. No state has 
such a law. Bills for state com- 
pensation funds were rejected this 
year by 10 states. 

States to which the AAA commit- 
tee, headed by Howard D. Brown 
of Detroit, will turn in 1940-41 are 
those having no responsibility act 
of any kind: Alabama, Arkansas, 
Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Missouri, Nevada, New Mex- 
ico, Oklahoma, South Carolina, 
Texas, Utah and Wyoming—14. 


State Drivers’ License Law Consid- 
ered a Makeshift.

ST. LOUIS IN SECOND PLACE 
AS MEAT PACKING CENTER 


Federal Report Shows Increase in 
Business While Chicago and 
Kansas City Have Lost. 

The St. Louis area ranks second 
in the country as a meat packing 
center, being outdistanced only by 
Chicago, a report made public re- 
cently by the St. Louis office of 
Division of Employment Security 
of the Federal Security Agency 
shows. 

It is the only one of the big 
three centers—Chicago, St. Louis 
and Kansas City—which has grown 
since the World War, the report 
states. While St. Louis, aided by 
the packing houses on the East 
Side, grew, Chicago and Kansas 
City lost business to small “interi- 
or” packing houses in Iowa and 
Minnesota, which are close to the 
supply. 

“From evigence that exists,” the 
report concludes, “it appears likely 
that the meat packing industry in 
the. St. Louis area will continue to 
expand, but. the expansion will be 
slow and may cease within 10 
years. It is expected that small 
‘interior’ plants will continue to ex- 
pand for some time.”

& message too plain to be misread. 
The Russians intend to throw the 
weight of a mass offensive by air 
on Finland, disorganizing the whole 
life of the country by repeated 
bombings. The losses in airplanes 


help they can get by spring, could 
hold out against this type of offen- 
sive, provided it be pushed far 
enough. To answer the Russian 
bombing strategy, they would have 
to get enough help to strike the 
Russian planes from the skies, coun- 
ter-bomb the ground installation of 
the Russian air force ahd render 
raids so costly that not even the 
Russians could afford them. 


Pilots Must Be Trained. 


This would demand a tremendous 
number of airplanes. Even if the 
airplanes were found the pilots 
would still have to be trained. A 
first-class airplane cen be built in 
four to six months; it takes more 
than twice as long to train an or- 
dinary good pilot even under war 
pressure. Supposing the Finns 
were to get the airplanes; they 
would still have to start in training 
right now in order to meet the 
Russians in the spring. 

Where are the training planes 
and the training fields? 

That is, if the rest of the world 
wishes to beat off the Russian air 
attack on Finland it must supply 
pilots as well as planes. 

It is the same with other materi- 
als the Finns lack. The outside 
Powers can furnish the Finns with 
artillery and tanks. Perhaps they 
will during the winter. It is 
dubious whether the Finns them- 
selves can train the men to use 
these weapons; and it is equally 
dubious whether other powers can 
or will put into Finland the tech- 
nical and special troops necessary 
to handle these weapons.

O the horror and mourning felt 

by all Germans at the 10 serious 

railroad wrecks in Germany 
that have followed each other in 
rapid succession since the begin- 
ning of the European war, those 
high up among the Nazis must add 
the disquieting realization that 
these disasters signify the exist- 
ence of something radically wrong 
in the much-vaunted wartime ef- 
ficiency of the Reich. 

For a long time there have been 
rumors of trouble of the German 
railways. Months before Nazi Ger- 
many embarked on hostilities 
against Britain ‘and France tales 
were seeping out of the Reich to 
the effect that rolling stock and 
personnel and management on 
those railways were not all they 
should be. Inadequate provision 
was being made, it was reported, 
for the growing probability of war. 

The truth in these tales has been 
tragically proved by the terrible 
list of railroad catastrophes just 
written into the Reich’s history—10 
in all, within less than four months, 
with a toll of 321 persons killed 
and about the same number in- 
jured, culminating in the two awful 
wrecks of last week, in which 184 
persons lost their lives and 139 
were hurt. 


Result of War Strain. 


There can be no doubt that these 
disasters have been due largely to 
the enoromous strain caused by the 
war on a railway system inad- 
equately prepared to cope with it.

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COUNTER-ATTACK FROM LILLIPUT. 

Dispatches that would have been set down six 
months ago as fantastic and impossible continue to 
come from the Russo-Finnish war. Today’s news is 
almost as weird as a war bulletin stating that the 
Lilliputians had pushed Gulliver off their island and 
a few steps backward into the sea. For a Finnish 
counter-attack has developed north of Lake Ladoga, 
and Helsinki’s forces are fighting on Soviet soil, 
pressing toward the Murmansk railway, vital as a 
Supply route for the Russians on the Arctic front. 

With the Mannerheim line on the Karelian Isthmus 
continuing to hold, the Soviet strategy has been a 
drive around the Northern end of Lake Ladoga, in 
an effort to flank the defenders. But if the Finns 
now are penetrating the attackers’ line, there is 
danger that the Russians themselves will be flanked 
on this front. Cutting of the Murmansk rail line 
would, of course, isolate the Northern invaders, and 
expose them not only to attack but to starvation and 
cold in one of the world’s most forbidding areas. 

With the limited means at their disposal, the Finns 
have been confounding all the experts and conducting 
a startlingly successful campaign. The odds are still 


_ heavily against them, of course, in manpower and 
military supplies, and the war is far from over. Yet 


so long as the Finns hold out, Russia cannot strike 
toward its Balkan goals, or move for other Baltic 
conquests. Every day of Finnish resistance reduces 
the value of Hitler’s alliance with Moscow, and cor- 
respondingly increases the hope for European peace.

Co-ordination of various Federal and. state 
benefits will be one of the tasks for those who must 
necessarily overhaul the existing law as time reveals 
shortcomings in its operation. However, it seems wise 
to give the present setup a fair trial before contem- 
plating any change, if only that such a change may be 
made in the light of experience. Further, when the 
time for amendments comes, they should be based on 
what the nation can afford, rather than on what 
imaginative minorities will dare to ask. 
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PLEASING THOUGHT. 

St. Louis had another black Christmas yesterday as 
the smoke from 100,000 chimneys mingled into a 
dense cloud—a cloud so dense that it actually kept 
the city’s temperature above 22 degrees though it 
was as low as 6 degrees outside the city. The smoke 
billowed out to the county, obscuring the sun and 
darkening the sky. There was this pleasing thought, 
however: that the city has embarked on the most 
promising approach to the smoke problem in its his- 
tory and the Mayor’s Smoke Elimination Committee 
is burning the midnight oil as it drafts its report. 
While nothing magical is expected of the conimittee, 
while smoke is not going to disappear overnight, it is 
absurd to suppose that human ingenuity is not equal 
to the task of solving the city’s No. 1 problem. In 
their labors, Chairman Ford and his colleagues have 
the enthusiastic support of 800,000 St. Louisans. 
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SENATOR NORRIS DOES NOT CHOOSE TO RUN. 

In Washington today, Senator George W. Norris, 
the grand old Roman of Congress, announced that he 
would never seek public office again. There is no 
doubt that Senator Norris would like to spend his 
remaining years in rest and quiet, but the fact that 
he announces he “will never seek office again” does 
not mean what it would mean with respect to most 
public figures. 

For several Senate terms now, the Nebraskan has 
been more or less past the stage where he needs to 
seek public office; the office seeks him. As far back 
as 1924, he did not want to run for re-election. When 
one of his friends used a subterfuge to have him listed 
as a candidate, he refused to campaign and said he 
thought his opponent would make a yery good Sen- 
ator. He spent 2 cents on the primary—for a postage 
stamp—and was elected by a comfortable majority. 

He did campaign, however, in 1936, perhaps be- 
cause he found gest in trying out his strength as an 
independent, after a lifetime as a nominal Repub- 
lican. His Democratic and Republican opponents 
found no ground on which to attack him except age. 
Otherwise, they eulogized him and his record. 

On the issue of age, the veteran pointed out that 
the Democratic nominee used glasses in reading his 
speeches and that the Republican nominee was bald. 
Then, reminding the voters that he himself did not 
use glasses and had a full head of hair, Senator Nor- 
ris claimed to have answered the only criticism 
against him and rested his case. 

When his present term ends, in 1943, Senator Nor- 
ris will be 80, and few things are more certain than 
that Nebraskans will re-elect him, whether or no.

This is no idea 
of mine. It is one of the suggestions made 
by that tough old soldier, Major-General 
Johnson Hagood, in his book, “We Can De- 
fend America.” 

This is a good time for members of Con- 
gress to reread the book. It is only two 
years old, and perfectly pertinent. Its 
argument (that we can have a good army 
without spending ourselves bankrupt) is 
poignant at this time, when it is proposed 
to jump military-naval expenditures from 
$1,700,000,000 a year to $2,200,000,000 a year. 
The military and naval experts are riding 
high, and Gen, Hagood’s book is a lovely 
dash of cold water. ? 

Much of the current military talk is about 
“mechanized” battalions, One of the Yankee 
notions with which Gen. Hagood made him- 
self unpopular was that the army did not 
need to buy fancy special gas-buggies for its 
guns and troops, that it could use ordinary 
commercial trucks or tractors. If it de 
signed its gun carriages around ordinary 
tractors, said the General, why, in time of 
war all the army would have to do would 
be to commandeer a lot of tractors. ° 

Factories could make the stuff without 
changing their equipment, and the army 
would not have to build hundreds of Buck 
Rogers mechanical monsters, only to have 
them become obsolete on its hands. 

An army which, even in wartime, would 
not consist of more than 5 per cent of the 
population should not be allowed to upset 
the whole country, says this wonderful Gen- 
eral, He is against special uniform shoes, 
and doesn’t see why an army fights better 
just because all its socks are identical, Shoes, 
socks and hats available in any haberdash- 
ery store are perfectly good, he says. Even 
better, sometimes, than the stuff the army 
gets on contract.

This is a great book. It recites the story 
of the wartime order for 800,000 pairs of 
beautiful, hand-forged spurs, enough to give 
two pairs to every A. E. F. man who ever 
got near a horse, leaving five pairs for each 
officer. 

The army bought 4,000,000 pairs of rub- 
ber boots. Then it found that soldiers 
couldn't march in rubber boots, couldn't 
carry them in their packs and couldn’t find 
room for them in the baggage trucks. 

There is a certain expensive rigidity to 
the military mind, which the General ex- 
poses with considerable quiet, soldieriy 
laughter. He tells how unyielding army 
specifications during the last war called 
for campaign hats made out of rabbit fur. 
Eight million were manufactured. When 
they reached France, they were turned into 
salvage and cut up into bedroom slippers. 

The army is developing some costly ideas 
about training its own communications 
workers, and even bread bakers, and keeping 
them on the public payroll perhaps through 
generations of peace. 

Gen. Hagood reveals that there is a fine 
telephone system in this country, and num- 
bers of splendid commercial bakers. He 
thinks that in time of war we should simply 
call up some bakers and telephone operators 
and put them to work. He is a perfectly 
marvelous General.

OUGH we have got used to the spee 
tacle of enormous Government spending 
and to some remarkable comparisons 4s & 
result, it is none the less rather startling to 
learn that last June 30 there were 920,310 
civil employes on the Federal Government's 
payroll, 2550 more even than at the World 
War peak of Nov. 11, 1918. 

It is instructive to see what has happened 
to the Federal payroll over a series of years. 
The following table, giving figures for the 
end of each fiscal year except in the case 
of 1918, when the November peak is used, 
comes close to telling its own story:

Having seen how the lambs have 
been mistaken in thinking that ten- 
dencies, are infinite, we need not 
share their current gloom. 
On the record of their past per- 
formances there is good reason to 
question their capacity to prophesy. 
For the current prophets of im- 
pending disaster are by and large 
the very same people, or drawn 
from the same circles, who have 
been most hysterically en 
during the past 20 years. 
In 1919, they were for a violent 
peace and they could not find words 
strong enough to denounce the 
pacifists who wanted a Wilsonian 
peace of reconciliation. They are 
the people who fell into the propa- 
gandist trap of the anti-Comintern 
pact, believing that Fascism and 
Communism were irreconcilable en- 
emies, and that they must stand 
with one or the other. : 
They are the people who did not 
believe that Hitler would go to war, 
and so instead of preparing for war 
they denounced as war-mongers 
those who saw that Hitler must in- 
evitably go to war. And now that 
they are in the midst of the war 
which they disbelieved in, they are 
so depressed by it that they think 
it is the end of all things. 


But once again they are, I believe, 
mistaken. I think this war has al- 
ready demonstrated to the masses 
of the people everywhere in the civ- 
ilized world that there is no hope 
whatever in the revolutionary ide- 
ologies that have ended in such a 
ghastly betrayal of everything that 
men cherish. 

It does not seem to me credible, 
therefore, that as they reach the 
point ‘of exhaustion, even in Ger- 
many, the people will regard as 
the medicine of salvation more of 
the same bitter potion which they 
are now drinking. If historie ex- 
perience shows anything, it is that 
when a people revolts, it turns 
against the existing order, and in 
Germany the existing order is al- 
ready almost indistinguishable from 
Bolshevism. 

And certainly no one will per- 
suade me that the British and 
French, who are at war with this 
monstrous thing, will be converted 
to it. Did Christendom become Mo- 
hammedan after it had fought the 
Moslems right up to the gates of 
Vienna? Why should we be asked 
to believe that men who are ready 
to die to save their liberties will, 
when the fighting is over, embrace 
the faith of their enemies? 


This struggle has enlisted multi- 
tudes in the consciousness that they 
are defending civilization. When 
that consciousness has been 
aroused, a civilization does not per- 
ish. For what destroys a civiliza- 
tion is not violence that is resist- 
ed. Nor is it waste than can be 
repaired. But it is decay, demoral- 
ization and disbelief. 

A country can be conquered and a 
state destroyed. But a civilization 
renews itself as long as men believe 
in it, and never for a hundred years 
in which men had grown carelessly 
complacent, has there been such an 
appreciation of the ultimate and in- 
— aye essentials of a civilized 
ae, ° 

They have been challenged and 
are no longer taken for granted. 
And in the ordeal that this has 
brought to men there is being weld- 
ed a unity of conviction about what 
really matters which the frightened 
lambs have overlooked.

CLARK IN FAVOR OF RENEWING 
RECIPROCAR TRADE TREATIES 


Senator Says Program Offers Best 

Chance of Improving World 

Relations. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP).— 
Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, an- 
nounced today that he would give 
wholehearted support to adminis- 
tration efforts to renew the recip- 
rocal trade treaty act which ex- 
pires next June 12, 
Clark said that in his judgment 
the trade treaty -program offered 
the best chance of improving in- 
ternational relations and world 
commerce of any system yet ad- 
vanced.

Killer in St. John’s University Says 
He Acted Without Any Rea- 
son That He Can Give. 


ST. CLOUD, Minn., Dec. 26 (AP). 
—A Christmas eve shooting at St. 
John’s University, a Catholic insti- 
tution at Collegeville, near here, 
brought death to one lay brother 
and pistol wounds to another.

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GOODS CONSUMPTION 
LAGS, HOPKINS SAYS 


He Assérts Increase Is Neces- 
sary to Maintain High 
Levels of Production. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP).— 


Secretary of Commerce Hopkins 
said yesterday that higher domestic 
or greatly e.panded foreign de- 
mand would be necessary to main- 
tain present high levels of produc- 
tion during 1940. 

Increasing production, he said in 
a year-end statement, has not been 
balanced by a correspondingly 
high rate of utilizaticn of goods 
produced, resulting in some accum- 
ulation of inventories. 

He said that 1939 was a better 
year than 1938 “in all sectors of 
the economy—industry, trade and 
agriculture,” but cautioned that “we 
cannot rely upon estruction abroad 
to create a demand for goods which, 
in the proper sense, can be fos- 
tered here with advantage to all.” 

“While foreign trade may pro- 
vide a stimulus to our domestic 
economy,” he asserted, “such pros- 
pects must remain highly uncertain 
under existing circumstances, and 
the outlook must be appraised 
largely in the light of domestic 
conditions.” 

After emphasizing that “consump- 
tion and real investment must be 
increased,” Hopkins added: 

“The importance of proper pric- 
ing policies in fostering economic 
expansion and of the willingness of 
the business community to accept 
the risks involved in new enter- 
prise are obvious.” 

Hopkins mentioned these RS 
among other economic highlights 
of 1939: 

1. Although commodity prices ad- 
vanced, aggregate purchasing pow- 
er gained. 

2. Income payments were about 
70 billion dollars for the year—four 
billion dollars more than in the 
previous year and two billion dol- 
lars less than in 1937. 

3. Retail sales increased about 8 
per cent. 

4. Manufacturing production av- 
eraged about one-fourth larger than 
in 1938 although it was still below 
that for 1937. 

5. Construction activity was the 
highest since 1930, with private 
home building one-fourth above 
that for 1937 and 1938. 

6. Little change in export trade 
from 1938, although imports in- 
creased.

A New York reader comments, 
“Please, I can’t find your pro- 
nunciations for these words in any 
of the dictionaries that I have con- 
sulted. Will you give us another 
article on the words? There must 
be other readers who are as per- 
plexed as I.” N. A. 

Obviously what has caused the 
confusion is the “uh” sound of the 
first syllable. N. A., I fear, has 
misread the diacritical marks used 
by her dictionaries to indicate the 
obscure “a”. Compare the mark 
used with the example words at the 


bottom of each dictionary page. 
It wil¥ then be clear that the “a” 
of ally and allies is not the flat “a” 
of Alfred, but the obscuge. a“ of 
about (uh-bout), alike (uh-like), 
and alive (uh-live). 

This same obscure vowel sound 
is found in the “e” of novel, the 
o of connect and the u“ in cir- 
cus; it is practically the “uh” sound 
of mud, but, hut. 

If the reager will check again the 
exact dictionary symbol over the 
“a” of ally and allies, she will find 
the pronunciation given here to be 
correct. The second syllables are 
accented. Correct pronunciations: 
ally: uh-LIE; allies: uh-LIZE.

and transmit the vibrations of the 
ear drum. 

The mechanism of hearing de- 
pends upon the impingement of 
sound waves on the thin membrane, 
the ear drum. From the ear drum 
to the middle ear, the wave is trans- 
mitted by the movement of three 
tiny bones known as the ossicles. 
When the sound waves reach the 
inner ear, they are picked up by the 
fine fibers of the organ of hearing 
and transmitted to the higher cen- 
ters in terms of sound. 

In chronic sclerosing deafness, 
the bone at the entrance to the or- 
gan of hearing turns from spongy 
bone to a marble-like hardness, fix- 
in:: the ossicle so that it cannot 
move. The organ of hearing is in- 
tact and all the nerve connections 
are intact. 

Dr. Lempert’s operation contem- 


plates going in and making a new 


connection so that sound waves can 
once more be transmitted directly 
to the organ of hearing. 

I have been talking to an ear spe- 
cialist who has spent some months 


‘with Dr. Lempert and has seen his 


results and learned his technique. 
The operation is long — it takes 
about four hours—and is necessar- 
ily an extremely difficult and deli- 
cate piece of surgery. The results, 
however, justify any amount of ef- 
fort spent, because, I am told, in 
four out of five cases a good result 
is obtained. The possibilities of the 
relief of suffering are so great that 
any amount of effort spent in per- 
fecting this procedure will be well 
rewarded. 

It is the history of surgical pro- 
cedure that in the course of time 


operations are greatly simplified, 


and it is reasonable to expect that 
this one will have the same ou“ 
come. 


Questions and Answers. 

Mrs. E. F. K.: “My body stings 
and burns after a bath. Is there 
anything that I can do about it?” 

Answer: In people after middle 
age, the skin becomes very thin and 
atrophic and bathing makes it un- 
comfortable. After the age of 60 
bathing should be reduced to one or 
two times a week, If this still 
causes symptoms, it is probably 
best to take a sponge bath or: use 
olive oil on the skin before attempt- 
ing to bathe. 


How It Started

“Encyclopaedia.” 

Today, the encyclopaedia is a 
book of reference, a summary of 
all knowledge and the court of last 
resort in matters of information. 

Yet this is the result of a gradual 
development which has separated 
the word from its intrinsic, original 
character, as is revealed in the 
story of its make-up. 

“Encyclopaedia” comes from the 
Greek phrase meaning “instruction 
in the circle of arts and sciences” 
and it referred to the curriculum 
of subjects which every free-born 
Greek youth was required to com- 
plete, 

The Romans adopted the phrase 
to convey the same idea of a “cir- 
cle” of art: and sciences, or a par- 
ticular group, which significance 
still survives in the technical use of 
the word in the study of theology. 

Its use in the modern sense, for 
a literary work embodying exten- 
sive information embracing all 


fields of cnowledge, arranged in 


alphabetical order was not till the 
seventeenth century when Alstedius,

4. Now, on hands and knees, 
pull right knee back to your chest 
then swing it upward in back as 
high as possible (as illustrated). 
and straighten your left. Repeat 
this movement five times then 
swing left knee five times. Twenty 
times in all. :

write because she was so touched 
reading a reprint of an interview 
in an American paper which de- 
scribed him as a man who was kind 
to old ladies and never late for ap- 
pointments.

don audiences long -had regarded 
him as an American, and al- 
though born in Toronto, he is 
really of old American stock. 
His ancestors migrated from En- 
gland to Salem, Mass., in 1629 and 
lived in that vicinity until the early 
days of the nineteenth century 
when the family moved to Canada 
along with thousands of other New 
Englanders of that pioneer period. 
In Toronto, Ray had intended to 
attend the university, but the World 
War changed his plans and before 
he was 20, he was in France, a 
Captain in the Canadian Field Ar- 
tillery. At Ypres he was badly 
wounded and spent six months in 
the hospital, During convalescence

he served in the United States as a 
student military instructor at Yale 
and Princeton and after recovery 
was ordered to Siberia on duty, fin- 
ishing out his war service there. 
Back home in Toronto, he entered 
his father’s business—the manufac- 
ture of farm implements, but as 
Massey says— Tou know how it is 
with ex-soldiers. Life does not pre- 
pare them for the tasks of peace” 
and so when he met John Drew, 
his thoughts turned to the theater. 


“He was a wise old gentleman,” 
Massey says, “and told me, in es- 
sence, not to do it, but if I was 
absolutely determined to become 
an actor to go to England for my 
training.” 

And so on Drew’s advice and 
with his own father’s help, Mas- 
sey shipped for London. In five 
weeks he had his first job—in Eu- 
gene O’Neill’s short sea, play, In 
the Zone” at the Everyman The- 
ater in London. 

And at the end of four years, 
with experience in roles of every 
variety behind him, he had be- 
come financially independent and 
entered into the management of the 
Everyman Theater. There he pro- 
duced, directed and acted in a 
series of O'Neill plays, a cycle of 
Shavian works, scored an outstand- 
ing hit as the Khan Aghaba in 
“The Transit. of Venus” and fol- 
lowed this with “The Constant 
Nymph,” “Topaze” and “The Man 
in Possession.” — 

Of “The Man in Possession,” 
Massey tells the following yarn: 

“T had been playing in this 
bawdy farce for some time when 
the Lord Chamberlain, a nice old 
gentleman who issues licenses for 
plays, asked me just what was the 
garment the maid carried on the 
stage in the second act. ‘From 
the sixth row,’ he said, ‘it looked 
very much like a lady’s chemise.’ 
I admitted it was and the Lord 
Chamberlain suggested that we sub- 
stitute some more seemly garment, 
say a lady's dress.
